The number of producing' females to young and 
carryover of yearlings usually Is directly co- related to 
the weather, precipitation more. than cold. >Vhen the 
computerized wing samplings indicate a good brood 
year and show the time of peak hatching, that graph 
can be overlaid with a weather graph indicating 
temperature and moisture conditions or cold or lOlnd 
or anything deemed applicable.

TWIN FALLS - Back when Idaho hod a molorcy- 
dc.helmcL]aw,-.a-band.of-IIoli;s-An(;el5-wlthoul 
headfjcar roared through Gooding Counly. territory 
patrolled by Sherlfr Enri Brown. He let them blast on 
through. "What was I supposed to do? Arrest every 
one or them? You'd cause the damndest riot you'd 
ever see n," hesald with characterist ic blunlness. 

Bui^et-arOoodhiB-Cinmtjr-restaiJnrtrjrijrTinF 
without a helmet. The sheriff did not allow locnls to 
break the law meant to protect them. "You can't let 
local kids run around that.wfiy^" he said. 

As the county's chief law entorccment agent, 
Brown applies his savvy of human nature as well as 
the letter of the law. Like most county sheriffs, he 
balances professional police techniques' with country 
common sense. 
Personal knowlodKe of the county, coupled with a 

official most likely to affect the lives of the average 
citizen. Everything from serving writs I'o rescuing 
hikers to tracking cattle rustlers to stopping speeders 
follsundcrhlsjurlsdlctlon. 

An elected officer, he's a poltliclan who shouldn't 
play politics wllh his Job. tie's a good old tioy who has 
to arrest his buddies sometimes. On call Zt hours a 
day, he can't drop his rcsponslbllKlcs when he unpia<! 
his star after work. In his office, on the street, in his 
^ home, ho isalways "ThcSherlff." 

As IVIaglc Valley's population increases, and with It 
■ crime flndyothcr. problems, local sheriffs are em- 
phasizing a professional, not personal, touch. All 
el^t county shcrlfrs deportments have incrvased 
. their personnel in thcJast |0 years ond updated their 
equipment. 

As a Vcsult, the sheriff Is becoming mbrc'of an 
administrator, tied to his desk by papcnvork, while 
the In-thc-flcld presence of the ofrico Is left to 

deputies. _. _ . 

"When I started. I knew most everyone (n ttip' 
county," said Blaine County Sheriff Orville Drexler 
a comment typical of Magic Vallei^'s eij^l county 
sheriffs. Now, "I no longer know everybody," said 
Minidoka Sheriff Ray Jarvis, another typical re- 
, mark. 

'. Despite the Increasing number 1 of newcomers^ 
'BtYiwh mnlnlalhs that the sheriff hiust apply his 

....^.^Derronal understanding of an arca.ia family or an 
Individual as well as the Idaho code. "You can't 
enforce law in Fairdold like you do'in Twin Falls," 
he said. "It's different in Sun Valley. It's dtffercnt In 
Boise, ond it's different in Carey. I don't care if you 
try for the next 200 years, you're not golnf! to police 
Idaho like you do L.A." 

When the Hagerman post office leaves Its doors 
,open after hours, the sheriff's department will lock, 
up, Brown said. He doubts this could happen In Twin 
Falls. If old Mrs.. Jones parks''l)ackMi-arids on 
Hagerman's Main Street, "tike she's done for the last 
100 years, you could arrest her every day and It 
wouldn't do any good. Everyone knows about It and 
thinks It's all right, They just get out of her way." 
Brown asserted. 
"You take' Los Angeles County," said Jerome 

' "CounlyShcriffElzanall. "Ovcrscven'milliohpcople 
there. The state of Idaho has 800.000; it doesn't even 
have a miillifti. A policeman in LA Counly could write 
tickets all year, he's lucky If he. see's the same guy 
again. Here. If we write tickets fqr-a yciir, wo see the 
some guy over again." 

, The Idaho Code gives tlie sheriff more specific 
duties than any other law officer, and case low gives 
him additional "Implied powers" to carry out those 
duties. So whtic he and the prosecuting attorney 
MUST enforce all state laws, the sheriff rtftalns brood 
discretion In HOW he enforces the law. Which^cans 
- he may appjy his personal knowledge of the slluallon'. 
Vet, "everyone has to be treated equal," said Twin 
Falls County Sheriff James Munn. 0 man vedlted 
with bringing new professionalism to law enforce- 
ment In his county. "U Mrs. So and So. even if she ib 
60, makes a trfitUc violation, she must be treated lIKe' 
any IS year idd. . . . We're not in a position to 

■ disregard the law." 

Sheriff since February, Munn has worn the star (lie 
shortest time of any of Magic Valley's eight sheriffs; 
whp'.ve served, terms -ranging .from Jive, to J6. years 

■ Hisbackground.howevcr, istypical. 

Bom and raised In Twin. Falls, Munn was an 
Interstate bus driver when he was appointed a special 
deputy and later served 10 years as a deputy sheriff. 
"Something gets Into the blood," was his reason for 
hisj interest. He was chief deputy when Sheriff Paul 
Cordcrdled, andhewas.appolntcdshcrlff. ' 

An administrator, he oversees 29 deputies, dispat- 
cticrs. Jailers and secretaries. Art active cop, he got a 
call ai»ut a highway fatality atf minutes before his 
' son'fi baccalaureate. He nevet* made It to the 
ceremony. A Jailer, he must see' that the county Jail 
meets constitutional standards. - - -

And with better roads, culprits can more 
easily run from one county to another,, so eooperalion 
among the eight county sheriffs has developed to nn 
all-time high. Growing rural housing subdivisions 
also pose special law enforcemtint problems. "It's 
surprising that Utile rural counties have the same 
types of crimes as big cities." Jorvisaald. 

Sixteen years ago when Drexler wa-s flrsfclcctcd 
. sheriff of Blainc County, his department had one field 
officer and one secretary "Wo unlocked the office ttt 
9 in the mominc .Ttid closed it nl :> .it nitiht." In iO 
_ycars. the .county'.s populnllon .C'cnl^from ,3.200 In ... 
3.000, Now the office has 15 employees and a 24-hour 
dispatch system. 

Increased crime means Increnslng demands on a 
sheriff's off-duty time, "Our men experience more 
calls off-duty thon-atate police or oven city police," 
Munn said. He >vos once tracked down on a camping 
trip In the South Hills for advice on an arson ease. * 

"I can't go anywhere in any of the eight counties' 
without being recognized," Brown said. "1 can't sit 
down and taioy a meal (in a restaurant). People run 
up to talk about a family problem or a burglory — or 
a murddr...! con^t even go to Jaelntot anymore.". 

Family lite and profcsaiondl life often Intertwine 
aixI colIlde.-"ir you get a call, you got to get.up and 
go, and the family docsnt understand," Drexler said.

-Cincl HnHtl tJ niversllyi-ln-flttidtes-ft'^ 
nanccd by the National Institutes of 
Health', (hey - examined 9fi5 
schoolchildren aged 12 to 19. The 1-14 
smokers among them smoked an 
average of Just oiglit cigarettes daily 
only ."i:! smoked more than 10 a day — 
yet their average HDL level was if 
percent lower than non-smokers'. 

Still another report to a heart 
association meeting In Anaheim, 



Calif., showed that smoking reduces 
adults' HDL levels, too — by 11 
pcrcenfin men""and~l4~perccnt in 
women, on the average. These reduc- 
tions arc "large enough to signifi- 
cantly Increase" a person's heart 
disease risk, sold Dr. Michael Criqul, 
University of California In San Dlcgo 
epidemiologist. 

Exercise seems to Increase HDL 
levels, say a set ol reports in the 
Jourrml of the American Medical 
Association this week. This effect has _^ 
biyn ( nn nri . ln _ nui rathon runners„ 
cross-country skiers and most re- 
cently in heart attack patients on 
moderate exercise programs — 
walking.

He may sutKonsclousIy 
be planning to substitute sedatives for- 
booze with you as hl.t supplier. And 
procuring the drugs could gel you Into 
:;erious trouble wllh your employer or 
the law. 

There is no easy or lusting home

help — for both you and your husl)and 
Is necessary If he is lo overcome his 
addiction and change his de.struclivc 
hablt-s. 

First, get your husband Into a local, 
alcohol clinic. The staff there will sec 
him safely througli a few days of 
withdrawal. 

He will proliably sleep much of that 
time under constant caring observa- 
tion. Then ho will bo Interviewed and 
Introduced to long-term treatment 
that will help him toward a comfort- .

WASlUNdTON (UP!) - A new 
IntcrpnttBtlon of the low covering 
crettK card liability provides' added 

protection for consumers when un- 
Authorized use occurs. 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
t ryled that the liability limit of up lo 
$r>0 applies In cases where charges 
were run up by a card user whose 
prlvilejics had been revoked by the ■ 
cardholder. ' 

The new rule protects cardholders 
from unauthorized charges made by o 
son or a daughter, a spouse, a former 
employe or anyone else whose pHvl- 
leges the Cflrclholdcr has withdrawn 
because of a fighl, a divorce tit other 
problem. 

Companies that Issue credit cards 
will often provide up to four extra 
cards for a customer (o share with 
anyone he or she chooses, 

he-Truth=ln'LcndlnE-A-crilmtts-|l~ 
abillty to 550 for unauthorized use, 
even If the cardholder fails to noiliy 
the company thai the card Is lost or in 
the hands of somoonc who docs not 
have permission to use it. 

A cardholder who notifies the 
company before unoulhorlzed 
'charges arc mode has no liability at 
all. . U ' 

The liability limit has always been 
clear In cases where credit', cards 
were lost or stolen. But untiUnow it 
has not been clear if the same limit 
applied to charges by persons whose 
authorization had been cancelled. 

The case that led to clarification 
involved Shell Oil Co.. the United- 
..-States largest gasoline rclallcr,_.,. 

The FTC accused Shell of violating 
the law by telling its credit card 
holders they had lo pay bills run u^ ijy, 
previously authorized persons, even 
though the customer hod already 
informed the company that the use 
was unauthorized. 

A spokesman fn* the PTC said the 
oil company was tclllnf; lis customers 
they would continue lo be liable for 
charges until they retrieved the card 
from the unauthorized user and re- 
turned it to Sliell. . 

The FTC, in a ncgotiotcd settle- 
ment, ruled ttiat such cases deserve 
the same liability protection the law 
offers for theft and similar 
circumstances. ' ., 

Robert Cheek, the lawyer in thb 
I'TC's Dallas office who handled the 
case, said the commission believes it 
is the first of its kind, and should .serve 
as a precedent.

NEW YORK iVPi) Recent find- 
ings linking asbestos products to 
cancer hove created a vigorous 
search for replacement materials for 
fire-rasLstant fabrics. 

At least six new materials now.arc _ 
on the mark<;t. DuPont has made its 
Nomcx fiber-yam for this purpose for 
a dozen years and recently has in- 
troduced a lirc-rcslstant KcVla'r yarn. 
Both ore of the chemical group )cno\vn 
as aramlds. ' 

The newest yam to enter the com- 
pclltion is Celiox, a heat slnbllized 
polyncrylonltrile mode by Cclancsc 
Corp. Gcritex Corp. of Carbondale. 
_ Pa., uses Cello.K to make a line of plain 
and laminated fire-resistant /abrlcs 
called Preox as. a substitute for 
asbestos fabric garments and gloves 
warn by firemen, steclworkcrs and 
others who miist woric In close contact 
with furnaces generating Intense 
heat. 

A division uf Ameteh Co. of Nor-, 
ristown, Po., makes Norfab, a rather 
complex material with a glass fltwr 
core, using n mixture of Kcvlor and 
oUior hcat-rcsislanl yani.s. 

There also are at least two heat- 
resistant ceramic fiber yams on the 
market - Refrasil and Siltcmp — 
lx)[h made by l^sAngclcs companies, 
Spokesmen for Colnncso and 
Geiitex said all of these producLs cost 
more than asbestos fabrics but tliut. If 
properly lailored to a specific 
purpose, are morL- efficient Uinn 

asljeslos tiibrlc. " ■ 

Genlex, for example, miilics some 
Preox fabrics laminated with a fairly 
tliick aluminum cloth that reflects 
heat away , from the wearer. This 
actually is a iivc-ply material, in- 
cluding an'ctoslomcric adveslve and a 
polyester film In addition to the woven 
polyflciylQnltdl!iiinllH5Jilyminum;__ 

Under eontrolled laboratory tests, 
said Eugene Alexandroff of Gcntex. 
Preox products appeared to be about 
■30 percent more efficient than 
asbestos fabrics in garments. 

The makers of these replacements ' 
for asbestos fabrics arc presently 
shooting for a rather small portion of 
the totaj .asbestos market, only 7 
million or 8 million square yards of 
■fabric. The asl>estos fabric sells for 
(15 to $20 a yard. The cost of the 
replacement fabrics Is higher and the 
yams probably arc "only about 30 " 
percent or less of the cost of making 
the garments. 

The total consumption of asbestos In 
the United States Is 585,000 tons a 
year, which is the cqufvatent-ofTvelt— 
overonc blllionyardsoffabrlc. 

BittJ' Alexandroff said the replace- 
ment materials may be used ul- 
timately for brake linings, pipe cover- 
ing^ heat shielding In vchfcies and 
othif bpplicatlons.
